He Entered Ileekiiian Residence 
in Broad Day Lijrlit.

Leonberger, 
wife of the Missouri Pacific con­ 
ductor, 
was 
probably 
fatally 
burned this morning at her home. 
Fourth street and N ew Y ork ave­ 
nue, by the explosion of a gasoline 
stove. 
Dr. W . J. Ferguson was called 
in 
attendance 
upon the injured 
woman and found that the burns 
are serious. 
From her neck to her 
feet she received dangerous burns, 
particularly on the lower limbs and 
arms. 
Her face and head seemed 
to have been uninjured, though it 
is 
feared 
that 
she 
inhaled 
the 
flames. 
Mrs. Leonberger was working 
in the kitchen at the gasoline stove, 
when it exploded. 
She graspec 
the stove and the blazing cil ig 
nited her dress. 
Her screams at­ 
tracted 
the 
attention 
of 
Harry 
Simpson, a young man who hap­ 
pened to be 
directly 
across 
the 
street from the Leonberger 
resi­ 
dence, and he rushed to the rescue. 
W hen he arrived 
Mrs. 
Leon- 
berger’s dress was a mass of flames. 
W ith 
great 
presence 
of 
mind, 
young Simpson obtained a blanket 
and threw it around the woman. 
The 
flames were 
extinguished 
immediately, but not before Mrs. 
Leonberger was 
dangerously 
in­ 
jured. 
Albert Owens arrived £oon 
after 
the 
accident 
and 
assisted 
young Simpson in his work of re­ 
lief. 
A fter seeing that 
Mrs. 
Leon­ 
berger was in no further 
danger 
Simpson went outside, where the 
stove had been taken, and pulled 
down the lattice work surrounding 
it, and by this probably saved the 
building. 
The firemen answered the alarm 
promptly and weie ableJ:o put out 
the fire by the use of water buck­ 
ets, it having obtained no material 
headway. 
W hen the first \ ersons attracted 
to the scene of the accident arrived, 
they found Mrs. Leonberger suffer­ 
ing great agony. 
The flesh and skin was dropping 
from her arms and she appeared to 
be in a dying condition. 
The explosion was caused by an 
attempt to fill the tank of a gaso­ 
line stove while one of the burners 
was lighted. 
Fire Chief W illis estimates the 
damage to the house and furniture 
at $25. 
Mr. Leonberger owns the 
residence and carries full insurance 
on both the building and contents.

T he resu lt of the conference, 
as already intim ated, w as a r a l­ 
m ost u nanim ou s approval of the

the national leader laid before the 
convention T hu rsd ay afternoon. 
A lthou gh those w ho participated

Uaited States geological survey is 
engaged in the topographic map­ 
ping of the country. 
In many re­ 
gions this is not a difficult under­ 
taking, but 
in 
the 
mountainous 
sections of the east and west and 
in the arid deserts of Arizona and 
neighboring states obstacles which 
seem almost insurmountable 
must 
be overcome in the prosecution of 
this work. 
Recent reports of the 
progress of the survey in the rug­ 
ged country of Northern Nlontana 
serve to 
strongly emphasize the 
difficulties which the topographers 
encounter. 
In this portion of the 
country only two months of good 
weather can 
be 
depended 
upon 
during the summer season, and the 
storms which precede and follow 
this period are so severe that it is 
practically impossible to conduct 
w ork with the necessary accuracy 
and economy. 
The method employed is the one 
know n to topographers as the pho­ 
tographic 
method. 
A 
specially 
designed combination 
of camera 
and theodolite, very rigid in strong 
winds, was 
used, 
aud 
complete 
panoramic views were taken from 
well selected, 
prominent 
points. 
From the negatives thus secured, 
which were developed in W ashing­ 
ton, enlarged transparencies 
were 
made, from which it was possible 
to locate, in position and elevation, 
a large number of prominent and 
•secondary points, with the help of 
the primary’’ triangulation already 
extended in the region, and by the 
aid of these photographs the con­ 
tour lines, or lines of equal éléva­ 
tion, were sketched in. 
Such was 
the severity of the weather when 
some of the views were taken that 
it was found necessary to make the 
ascent of W hite Calf mountain no 
fewer than eight times, 1,300 feet, 
on foot. 
Nearly the entire 
day 
was spent on the summit at each 
ascent, in 
driving 
snow, before 
favorable 
conditions 
could 
be 
found. 
The task of mapping the 
\Jnited States has been in progress 
for about twenty years, but so vast 
is the extent of the country that 
the larger portion of it still remains 
unsurveyed.

Not a sound came 
from the cabin and when Cudihee 
cautiously pushed in the door they 
found the place empty. There were

believed that the outlaws 
crept out, one by one, from their 
place of imprisonment during the 
darkest hours of the morning .
